DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on January 14, 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed 1/14/2008 has been entered. Claims 1, 3-8, 10, 15-18, 21, 
24-26 have been amended. New claims 28-34 have been added. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 3-8, 10, 15- 
18, 21, 23-33 have been found to be allowable since the prior either alone or in combination, 
neither discloses nor makes obvious a lithographic support system, a lithographic robot or a 

corresponding lithographic apparatus and method comprising among other features, a robot arm 
having a rod coupled to a support frame that is provided with a clamp along with a flexible 
compliant structure with particular structure and specified fiinction as recited in the instant 
claims. 

Claim 34 has been found to be allowable since the prior art either alone or in 
combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious a combination of a lithographic support

system having a moveable supporting structure configured to move and support an object, the 
moveable support structure having a rod with a clamp mounted on one end of the rod and a 
compliant portion, the compliant portion provided by at least two notches in the cross section of 
the rod, the compliant portion providing compliance in one degree of freedom, as recited in the 
mentioned claim of the present application. 

Prior Art Made of Record 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to apphcant's 

disclosure. 

Malin (U.S.Pat. 5,133,635) discloses a support system and has been cited for technical 
background.
